But that did uot 
suit Mr. Phil Murray, so out we 
went. I lost nearly five weeks of 
work. I did my share of picket 
duty. There was no money of any 
kind for picket duty, strike pay or 
anythin*.

H ER E was a time when sailors who ven­ 
tured into dark alleys in waterfront cities 
often wound up being “ hooked” and awakened 
later at sea. Now, a unique reverse twist has 
been added to shanghaing. 
Giant sharks, sea turtles and other denizens 
of the deep which make their way into the 
watery off St. Augustine, Fla., often .get hooked 
and wind up on land—at the nearby Marine 
Studios oceanarium. 
Located on the coastal highway between 
Daytona Beach and St. Augustine, the Marine 
Studios are stocked with more than 30,000 
undersea specimens caught in the waters off­ 
shore. Every month thousands of visitors flock 
to the aquarium, which was closed during the 
war, to view these undersea creatures in cap­ 
tivity. Two hundred big portholes in the walls 
and bottoms of two huge tanks offer excellent 
points to see and photograph the sea fauna liv­ 
ing under conditions similar to those found in 
their natural habitat. A bonafide wrecked boat 
and a seven-ton coral reef at the bottom of one 
of the tanks add to the illusion of reality.
